Number of automobile ac- 
cidents in Upland is 10 per cent 
less than during the same per- 
iod in 1957, Police Chief John 
Wessley reported yesterday. He 
credited a policy of strict en- 
forcement as the reason for 
the improvement in the traffic 
accident situation. 


Analysis of the accident re- 
cord is made on a six-month 
basis and the 10 per cent re- 
duction is to July 1 of this 
year as compared with 1957. 


“T am sure the record has 
been maintained during July 
and August,’”’ he said. 

No traffic deaths have been 
recorded here this year, Chief 
Wessely said.

A New Attitude In Alta 
Loma and Cucamonga 


Conditions have changed in Cucamonga and Alta 
Loma since 1953. 


Attitude of the owners of the land has also chang- 
ed during the last five years. 


So a movement is under way to get a new master 
zoning plan for the 26-square mile area from Grove to 
Milliken Aves. and from the mountains to the San 
Bernardino freeway. 


In the 1953 master zoning plan provided for main- 
tenance of the agricultural areas for the production 
of citrus and grapes, as well as poultry. Toda} citrus 
and grapes are not economically sound for owners of 
the land. In five years, conditions can change rapidly 
and the outlook for this large unincorporated area now 
is for industrial and residential uses, not for agriculture. 


Two members of the San Bernardino county plan- 
ning commission were at a meeting in Cucamonga 
Tuesday night to hear what a dozen residents of the 
area think about zoning. Planners John Littleton and 
John Peterson should know today that a complete 
change in the master zoning is sought and perhaps 
needed. They should also know that citizens want a 
change in the attitude of the commissioners and other 
courthouse officials.
